Cut Tax Levies 
And Spending: 
It is gratifying to know that 
Congress is discussing plans to 
c u t tax levies tiro posed in the 
House Bill, but it would be more 
to the point if Congress would 
take prompt action to cut un­ 
essential Federal expenses. 
Nobody 
wants 
high 
taxes. 
However, in the long run. high 
taxes are cheaper than Federal 


deficits. High taxes are taken 
from current income. Once paid, 
they may be forgotten. On the 
other hand. Federal deficits en­ 
courage inflation, which cuts in­ 
to the value of bonds, insurance 
policies, pensions, etc. 
Many times it has been point­ 
ed out that $4,650,000,000 could 
be cut from the President’s bud­ 
get for fiscal 1952 without ham­ 
pering the defense effort. It’s

T 
HE story of Jesus and the Sa­ 
m aritan

tans were

Jews. In any case, the Jews treated 
the Sam aritans like dirt. 
On top of all that, the particu­ 
lar woman with whom Jesu« 
talked at Jacob’s well was poor 
and with no good reputation 
even among her own people. 
The disciples were surprised 
that Jesus talked with her at 
all. But as we read the story, 
it is clear that while Jesus 
"spoke of her condition” as the 
old expression is, he was deal­ 
ing with ber all the time as a 
particular 
human 
being, 
not 
merely as "a Samaritan." 
Evidently, to be sure, she was 
greatly inferior to Jesus, and ad­ 
mitted as much herself; yet this 
fact did not raise a barrier between 
them.

A Dominant Race 
TITE often talk of "race prejudice” 
** as if it were prejudice of top- 
dog against under-dog. But preju­ 
dice runs in both directions. Of 
course all race prejudice includes a 
strain of contempt; but a citizen of 
a conquered nation may despise his 
conquerors, the weak m ay despise 
the strong quite as easily aa the 
other way around. 
In the Bible we have an excellent 
example of a Christian coming into 
contact with a dominant, that is, a 
conquering, race: the story of St 
Peter and the Roman officer Cor­ 
nelius. 
Peter at first did not want to 
have anything to do with Cor­ 
nelias. God had to shake him 
Into it, so to speak. But once 
Peter saw the point, he saw It 
plainly: God made no differ­ 
ence between Cornelius 
and 
Peter's own people, the Jews. 
It was not for Peter to call any 
man, even an officer of the foreign 
army that Occupied his little nation 
and held the Jews severely down, 
common or unclean. 
Which is harder: for a Jew to 
treat a Sam aritan like a human be­ 
ing, or to treat a Roman the same 
way? Which is harder, for a white 
man to treat a Negro like a human 
being, or for a Negro to treat a 
white man like one? It may be hard 
either way, but it la Christian.
